Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 14.—Rumors 


of a settlement of the steel strike arc 
again being revived, but confirmation 
of them at any source is impossible.

flict in the claims made by either 
side as to the exact condition of that 
plant. 


The strikers say that they will 


force it to close down while the man- 
agers insist that they have not been 
hurt and that the plant will be kept 
moving. 


The material gains of the manu- 


facturers were at the 'Painters mill 
in this city and the Crescent mill of 
the American Tin Plate company, in 
Cleveland. 


SURPRISE FOR STRIKERS. 


At the former a surprise was 


sprung on the strikei-s, and two 
mills, one with a crew of old em- 
ployes, who struck on the first order, 
were going before it was known tha:

Indianapolis, * Ind., Aug. 24.—A 


far-reaching effect will probably lie 
given an opinion rendered to the gov- 
ernor by Attorney General Taylor, 
who holds that under the law Indiana 
metropolitan police boards have con- 
stable powers anywhere within the 
borders of the county in whic'i is lo- 
cated the city for which the metro- 
politan commissioners are acting. 


The opinion more especially con- 


cerns prize fighting, whicji has been 
extensively tolerated in a mi nber of 
the gas belt cities, notably, Ander- 
son, Elwood, Alexandria and Muncie, 
In many instances the przs fights 


have been pulled off outside of police 
jurisdiction of the cities as wel 
as within, and sheriffs of those coun 
ties, like the police of the cities, hav< 
tolerated th£ exhibitions. Hereafte; 
all sheriffs will be notified to attend 
sparring exhibitions wherever held 
and arrest the principals and all con 
cerned if there is brutality or priz< 
fighting. 
If the sheriffs refuse tc 


act, as has frequently been the case 
the police commissioners will then b 
called upon to enforce tho law, in 
whatever part of the county it raa> 
be violated.' 


The opinion of the attorney gen 


eral, if upheld, clothes the governor' 


police commissioners with immense 
power in the counties where the law 
s operative.

MRS. CHARLES HILTON DEAD 


STRUCK BY LIOHTNItfG AT HJBB 


HOME IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Lady a Former Well Known Resident 


of Fort Wayne-~Letter Brings 


the Sad News. 


Friends of the fxunily this morn- 


ing received the sad intelligence of 
the death of Mrs. Charks S. Hilton, 
which occurred Wednesday, Aug1. 7, 
at Guilford, Miss., where the family 
now resides. She was stricken by 
lightning while seated in the living 
room of her home and was instantly 
killed. The bolt apparently came in 
at the open door, near which IflDrs.

Mrs. Hilton had 
Just arisen from her bed, where she 
had been confined for some time by 
*ux attack of typhoid-malarial fever. 
The letter which told of the foregoing 
sad affair-also stated that the eldest 
daughter was very ill with malarial 
fever, with the chances of recovery 
very slight. Mr* Hilton was a resi- 
dent of Fort Wayne - eight or nine 
years, coming here to take the posi- 
tion of factory superintendent at the 
electric works when the late R. T. 
McBonald was at the head of that 
institution. 
He left hero about a 


year ago for Guilford. where he now 
occupies an important position with 
a 
manuf ac turi ng 
e stablishment. 


The family was held in the highest 
cstwn in Port Wayne and the news 
of the affliction which has been their 
lot will cause sorrow 
among their 


acquaintances in this city.

A workman volunteered 


to rescue 
these men and he was 


quickly lowered into the shaft. 


In a few momenta the unconscious 


men were brought up more dead than 
alive. 
One, and possibly two men 


are supposed to be lying dead in the 
tunnel too far away from the shaft 
to be re.iched. 


The 'tugs that -hurried out to the 


scene AS 'soon as the nre was dis- 
covered succeeded in rescuing no lesi 
thun twenty men, who were found 
clinging to weckage and ropes tied; 
to the burning structure. 


A DEATH TKAP. 


The tunnel, which has been under 


course of construction 
for several 


years past, and is still far from com- 
plete, has been the cause, all told, 
of the loss of more than thirty lives. 


Four years ago an explosion in the 


shore section of the tunnel resulted 
in tho suffocation of eighteen men. 
Two years ago, in a similar accident, 
several 
more men were killed at 


almost the same place, and today's 
catastrophe adds At least ten addi- 
tional names to tho death list 


The fire which destroyed the crib 


this morning was due to an over- 
heated boiler smokestack. The boiler 
exploded soon after the flames broke 


our. 
-The crib itself was of pine tim- 


ber, (built up straight from the water 
edge. The men, who were asleep in 
their bunks, sprang up to find them- 
selves in the midst 
of the flames. 


The boards all around 
them were 


bunting fiercely. Down in tho shaft, 
under the lake, eleven men were at 
work digging, unconscious, until the 
air supply was cut off, of the awful 
holocaust afoove them.

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ARTIFICIAL ICE ^OT MODERN, 


Although tho manufacture of ice 


by artificial means lias vastly im-

CLAIMING GAINS 


Status of the Great Steel Strike—An Appeal to 


Organized Labor and Public Issued by 


Amalgamated Association. 


Pittsburgh Aug. 12.—The strikers 


made gains today at McKeesport and 
Bellaire and regard the situation as 
more favorable to them than yester- 
day. At the former place they won 
the National rolling mill of the Na- 
tional Tube company. 
The men of 


the Boston rolling mill 'had already 
joined the strike, but the impression 
had been created that the National 
would not go out. 


The tube works at McKeesport were 


started AS usual today, .but it is not 
clear how long they cau be kept 
going'. 
McKeesport has dereloped 


into n stronghold of the Amalga- 
mated association mid the strike 
leaders assert that they are complete- 
ly in control of the situation. 


BEIXAIREMEN OUT. 


At Bellaire lucre men of the Na- 


tional Steel company cast their for- 
tunes wMh the strikers and it is be- 
lieved that the plant will have to 
close down. It was admitted by steel 
officials that the strikers had made 
material gains there aud tihat the 
mill -would probably be closed down 
temporarily. 


The strikers claim that they will 


completely tie up the Riverside and | 
other, plants in the Wheeling district. I 
The Riverside plate mill of the Na- 
tional Tube company was prepared 
for v/ork this morning, but none of 
the men appeared at the works when 
the time for starting the turn came. 
Organizers of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation are at work among the nien 
of the steel department and have 
pla-ns for forming an Amalgamated 
lodge tonight. 


NO TROUBLE CAME. 


The trouble anticipated at Holies- 


sen this morning did not come aud 
the large plant of the American Tin 
Plate company there is in full oper- 
ation today. Both sides claim con- 
trol. 


The strike leaders planned to call 


the men out this morning, but at the 
last moment refrained from doing so. 
They say that they will act later, 
wlllle tihe. officers of the company say 
that -their position. Is qnite secure and 
that the plant will not be affected by 
the present difficulty. 


The Farm mill at the Lindsay & 


McCutcheon plant, which was oper- 
ated last week with a non-union 
crew, made a wavering start this 
morning and is in operation, al- 
though short-handed. The Republic 
iron works is tied up and the fires 
started this morning in anticipation 
of resumption are banked. 


CLOSED ON FIRST CALL. 


Painter's mill, closed on the first 


call, is still smokeless. 
The stesl 


people have planned its re-opening 
for several days, but as far as out- 
ward appearances show, have done 
nothing. The men of the Elba or 
rrankstown puddling and rolling 
mills have all joined the strikers and 
the works are completely crippled. 
All of the Carnegie properties and the 
mills of the American Sheet Steel 
company at Vandergrift, Apollo, 
Leechburg, Hyde Park and Saltsburg 
are in operation today and the manu- 


f actnrers assert that there will not be 
the slightest trouble at any of them. 


GOOD ORDER PREVAILS. 


Reports from all the strike centers 


indicate that perfect order prevails, 
but it is believed here that clashes 
are inevitable at the more turbulent 
places when attempts are made to put 
non-union men on where the strikers 
have quit work. 


President Shaffer, Secretaries Will- 


jams and Tighe, Vice President Chap- 
pell, National Trustee John Pierce 
and Ben Davis were at strike head- 
quarters. 
Mi-. Shaffer was in his 


private office and refused to see any 
caller. 


Secretary Williams said: 
"We are in the fight until an hon- 


orable settlement can be reached. We 
are issuing a call to the general pub- 
lic for financial aid. It will go out 
today." 


APPEAL TO TJNION LABOR. 
Williams gave out copies of the 


call, which reads as follows: 


"To the Members of Organized La- 


bor: Brethren:—As you are undoubt- 
edly aware, the United States Steel 
corporation are now waging a war 
against organized labor by making 
the Amalgamated association the 
subject on which to begin operations. 
At our last convention it was unani- 
mously decided to ask the United 
States Steel corporation, when set- 
tling their annual scale with the 
Amalgamated association, that they 
sign or recognize the scale of the 
Amalgamated association in all their 
mills. When the matter was broached 
the matter was peremptorily refused. 
After the holding of several confer- 
;nces, the demand of our organiza- 
tion was modified so as to take in 
only the .mills of three of their con- 
stituent companies, viz.: the Ameri- 
can Sheet Steel company, the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate 
company and the 


American Steel Hoop company, where 
local lodges had been formed and 
where the men were very desirous of 
being union men, and we are now 
out on strike for recognition. 


"In the conferences 
which -were 


held by the representatives 
of the 


United States Steel corporation and 
the Amalgamated association, 
the 


representatives of the United States 
Steel company's only arguments were 
that they did not desire the Amal- 
gamated association to become too 
powerful and that they should hold 
.the balance of power. 


"Later conferences were held with 


the hea!ds of the United States Steel 
company, who submitted a proposi- 
that we only sign for the mills 
signed last year, with the exception 
of the sheet mills in Saltsburg and 
Scottdale, which were signed for the 
year previously. 
Their proposition 


was rejected, as it (meant that the 
Amalgamated 
association 
would 


merely have to remain in a quiescent 
state while they were expanding and 
adding to their non-union posses- 
sions. 


"They are waging a fight for the 


extermination of the Amalgamated 


association and for the workingmen 
to combine, a principle which they 
have demonstrated to the people of 
the United States they 'desire them- 
selves and so persistently refuse to 
grant us. 


i "This blow is not alone directed at 
the Amalgamated association, Imt at 
organized 
labor 
in general, 
and 


should they succeed in defeating .the 
Amalgamated association it 
will 


affect every organized body in the 
United States. 


''To succeed in this struggle it will 


be necessary to seek the aid of every 
organized bo'dy, as well as the gen- 
eral public, whose sympathies 
we 


know are with us in .the present 
struggle. 
To this end we ask that 


you give us your more than financial 
aid. A liberal response financially 
will materially assist us in conduct- 
ing a victorious campaign for a prin- 
iple which is the inalienable right 
f every American freeman. 
"If you desire to aid ithe Amalga- 


mated association in tlie present 
truggle financially all money should 
e forwarded to John Williams, sec- 
etary-treasurer, Bissel block, Pitts- 
urg, Pa.

An Attempt Made in New Orleans to Blow Up the 


Mechanician, Loaded With Mules for the 


British Army in South Africa. 


Mew Orleans, La., Aug. lO.-What early today and a report of the dam 


age done was submitted to him. He 
is regarded as an attempt of a Boer 
sympathizer to Wow up a British 
transport 
occurred 
shortly 
after 


midnight, when there was a terrific 
explosion at the stock landing where 
the Harrison steamer Mechanician is 
moored. The Mechanician is to carry 
mules to South Africa. 
The explo- 


sion shook houses, rattled dishes and [ 
awakened people for'some distance 
around. Most of the crew of the ship 
-were asleep, but 
the 
explosion 


brought them from their berths to 
the deck. An examination showed a 
large dent on the starboard side of 
the ship. Two plates at the water's 
edge had been sprung and consider- 
able water was let into the ship. 


Pumps were immediately put to 


work and when daylight came it was 
found 
that the vessel was in no 


danger of sinking and that the dam- 
age done was -not serious. The crew 
of the vessel denied that there were 
nny explosives on board and there 
seems little doubt, according to the 
statements of those who examined 
the ship, that the explosion was from 
the outside and that some 
sort of 


yowder or torpedo had been used. 


Alfred LeBlanc, agent for the Har- 


rison line, visited the Mechaniciai 


said three large plates on the star- 
board side of the ship liad been stove 
in and that sixteen ribs had been 
broken off or .knocked 
completely 


from their places. As the ship was 
making considerable water it was 
decided to shift the ballast so as t 
ift the damaged section out of the 
water. 
It is thought the damagi

FRANCE AND GERMANY EACH 


HAS A SCHEME. 


Purpose the Buying of Two Islands 


of the Greater Antilles of 


Mali Who Owns Them. 


New York, Aug. 12.—A dispatch to 


the Journal and 
Advertiser from 


Paris says: 


Germany, certainly, and probably 


France, also, are striving to upset the 
Monroe doctrine by trying to pur- 
chase Cayo .ttomano and Cayo Cruz, 
two of the islands 
of the Greater 


Antilles just off the northern coast 
of Cuba. 


-Both islands are very 
fruitful. 


They are the property of Prudencio 
Ebanez y Vega, a rich Spaniard liv- 
ing here. 


'Neither country seeks to buy the 


islan'ds directly. Germany seeks to 
gain control through a German syn- 
dicate, the chief of which is Baron 
Adolf Oppenheim, of Paris. 


Cayo Romano is the third largest 


Spanish island of the Greater Antilles 
and both islands, being the nearest 
to the United States coasts, would 
give 'foreigners power through a 
commanding position. 


The French Jesuits, who are com- 


pellel to leave France, are bidding 
for tlie islands. The French govern-: 
ment prefers that the Jesuits get 
them rather than the German syndi- 
cate, because, notwithstanding 
the 


practical 
expulsion of the former 


Frenchmen, 
their interests rj. the 


islands could be arranged 
in their 


exchange by a money consideration. 
Ambassador Porter, though not in 
Paris, has cabled to the state de- 
partment concerning the purchase. 
It is understood that he believes 
France is satisfied with Martinique, 
but that Germany is working tooth 
and nail to get control of the islands.

retary of the navy.

why you felt yourself juslffietl in 
publishing what you have. It is ob- 
vious to any reader that yon speak of- 
fensively of Secretary Chandler's ac- 
tion; that you impugn his motives 
and otherwise traduce him in respect 


to orders given you by the secretary, 
in the discharge of the duties of bis 
office. 


;You are informed that tins delib- 


erate publication of yours luts justi- 
fied the displeasure of the depart- 
ment. For an officer thus to attack a 
former head of the navy department 
because of orders given to him by 
that official is to abandon the cour- 
tesy that should always characterize 
an officer of the navy. If toleratco, 
it would unquestionably prove sub- 
versive of discipline. It would tend 
to bring the office itself into disre- 
pute. The act is the more reprehensi- 
ble, in this instance, because of your 
long experience in the service.

was forced and bound in a sitting 
position. His legs extended straight 
in front 011 either side of the bar. A 
chain held him fast

waist, while a heavy rope encircled 
the bar and his neck. 


Washington's victim 
had been 


asked by the leader of the mob to 
a.pply the torch to the pyre, but this 
she refused to do. Her husband was 
selected in her stead. 
The flames 


leaped hungrily toward Washington's 
body. The man showed no signs in 
his face of the ag-ony he must have 
suffered and met death

groan, as seemingly he had faced it 
without fear.

Asher's parents live in Defiance, 


Ohio, and his brother, Vevner, lives 
about two miles from the Van Hooz->r 
residence, where the remains were 
taken, and from where the funeral 
will bfi held.

resident, died at 8 Thursday morn

INTERESTS OF CAPITA AL AND LABOR IDENTICAL.

STRIKES ARE IMPOSSIBLE. 
"We Americans are disgraced be- 


fore the eyes of the civilized woi'1,1 
by the saci-Hics of life, the -wanton 
destruction cf property, the insults 
to womanhood and the vicious ap- 
peal to inob rule, .apparent in the 
labor riots at New York, Brooklyn, 
Albany, Buffalo, Homestead, Cleve- 
land, Chicago and St. Louis. Under 
the New Zealand law such a record 
would have been impossible, for in 
the five years and more since its 
adoption strikes and lockouts have 
been unkn'own in'New Zealand.

I'm 
awards, if the parties agree in ad- 
vance that this shall be done. There 
are two kinds of tribunals—boards 
of conciliation and a court of arbi 
tration—and in both the employer! 
and workmen are equally representet 
by the men of thrir choice. 


"There is n board of conciliation ii 


every industrial district, and th 
country is divided into as many dis 
tricts as the governor general deem 
advisable. There is but one court o 
arbitration for the whole countr; 
The boards of conciliation have foil 
to six members, and are chosen ever 
three years in each district, at elec 
thins held separately by the associa 
tions of employers and those of en 
ployes.under procedure carefully a 
ranged by law, and under ^the supe:

here still. 


These barbers are workmen who have 
acquired a following of their own 
and find customers enough who want 
to be shaved at home to insure them 
a living. They are able with a lim- 
ited number to get along, as the ex- 
pense Involved is not great. 


There is, for instance, no rent, and 


this makes it possible for a barber to 
succeed with a more limited number 
of regular patrons than might other- 
wise 
be thought 
necessary. 
The 


number of these men has greatly in- 
creased during the past years and 
they represent the barbers who are 
fearful of undertaking the respon 
slbility of thir own shops and ar 
yet desirous of being more iudepend 


"Today there is but one standard 


guage road in Spain—that from Mad- 
rid to (Barcelona. This being between 
inland points offers none of the 
strategic opportunities to France 
which Spain fears.

good road in Spain, and it is a single 
track.

^Beyond Fire Place and across an 


arm of-the sea reaching into Long 
Island Sound is Gardiner's 
island. 


TJpon the island the first manorial 
estate in this country was estab- 
lished in 1639. Xyon Gardiner made 
the purchase from the Indians aud 
made an entry in 'his book: 


"I have an island of 
my own, 


bought of the Indians." 


The Gardiners still own. tlie island, 


and it will some day be very valua- 
ble. The present Gardiner and head 
of the house lives in (Madison ave- 
nue in Manhattan. The Gardiners 
were known as lords of the manor 
until the • revolutionary 
war set 


aside all titles in this country. 


The Gardiuers did extensive fann- 


ing1 -and cattle-raising on the island 
in the old days. They soon discov- 
ered that they could reacli the mar- 
ket place of New York quicker by 
ferrying to Long Island and thence 
to New York. Returning, the trav- 
elers would build a fire at a point on 
the narrowest portion of the channel 
dividing Long Island from. Gardi- 
ner's Island to signal that they were 
back. Hence the place became known 
as Fire Place. So when a house was 
built at the point where the signal 
light was burned, early in the eight- 
eenth century, it was described as 
being at Fire Place. When a second 
went up a few years afterwards it 
was still known as Fire Place. Soon 
the name was officially inscribed on 
the records of Suffolk county and 


that it lias no fixed .time to bloom. 
No mention is made in botanical sci- 
ence: of the existence of this mar- 
velods flower, it is a mystery lit 
present that is well worth clearing 
up. ;When in a closed condition the 
occasional flower is in color ant? in 
form something- like a mature and 
dried poppyhead cut with its stem 
to it; Submerged in a bowl of water 
for a few minutes and then taken, out 
and -placed by its stem in an empty 
boittle, the outer petals begin, after 
several minutes, to open out. This 
process is slow but distinctly notice- 
a<hle. 
Tlie petals continue to rise 


and ;to expand until they gradually 
recede. When this auction is com- 
plete it resembles in appearance the 
starry sunflower, but as regards the 
shape only. 


TKe occasional flower remains thus 


open, for about two -hours, during 
which time, the state of humidity 
lessening by degrees, the fibers begin 
to shrink and the petals close up 
gradually in the same way as they 
opened, uritil the flower resumes its 
former position; but by the same 
simple process it can be made to 
unfold and to close up again and 
again ad lib. It is also asserted that, 
properly nursed with regard to tem- 
perature 
and air 
and 
carefully 


handled, the occasional flower never 
decays nor degenerates in its effect 
of radiance and splendor.

back yard of Charles Bolthouse at 
Ferrysburg, Mich., is all that is left 
of 
the 
old 
sloop Porcupine 
o£ 


Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry's 
'r.mous fleet—one of the little g^in 
vess&ls of one gun which sailed into 
close action with the British squad- 
ron at the battle of Lake Eris and 
won the battle after the heavy Law- 
rence had been riddled and sunk. 


After several years as a diminutive 


man-of-war on the lakes, sixty years 
.s a lake trader, and a few months 
as a fisherman's boat, and tv/ealy- 
four years as a sunken wreck in 
Spring1 Lake, the, sloop now is fall- 
ing to pieces in the yard of the man 
who rescued it from its grave in the 
sand and water. The stern post has 
been taken from the debris and will 
come into life again as a part of the 
porch of a Michigan physician's eura- 
mer home. 


Aftre the war the Porcupine was 


purchosed from the government by 
the Bev. Mr. Ferry, a missionary to 
the Indians, who -was 
located at 


Grand Haven, Mich. The vessel was 
used in merchant trade, soiling the 
lakes with salt in its liold and lum- 
ber on its decks. After sixty years 
of good service it became 
unset*- 


worthy, -was abandoned by trade, 
and then, taken up by lake fishermen, 
but proved of little value to them. 
After a few shoi?t voyages she was 
sailed- from Lake Michigan up Grand 
river to Spring lake a'nd 
there 


beached. Here it lay for twenty-four 
long.years with the merciless waves 
-dashing over it. 
Several attempts 


wereimade to raise it from its watsiy 
jrave but no one was successful until 
Mr. Bolthouse became interested. He, 
with the aid of a -large capslan. and 
two sets of blocks, lifted it from the 
water. -He had secured the whole 
bottom, and the sides as far up as the 
deck; the ribs being- intact. It was 
filled with sand and the great weight 
made it almost impossible, to move it. 
but it was hauled a couple of blocks 
and finally placed in the back yard 
of its rescuer covering sixty-five feet 
of ground. 


When taken from the ground its 


timbers, in which British bullets are 
still embedded, were perfectly sound^ 
but the rays from the sum soon began 
to rot the wood, and what is left now 
is fast decaying and mingling with 
mother earfch. 


Thb brave little sloop was strong 


with' its one gun in the battle of 
Lake Erie and its end is coming on 
the shore of a peaceful lake, which 
is a summer resort of Michigan peo- 
ple.

-We have met the enemy and they 
nre ours."

learn, the location of establishments 
to which he can take his pipe and 
have it smoked 
until 
the desired 


color is obtained. 
Such an enter- 


prise exists in the outskirts of Lon- 
don and- makes a fine competence 
for its proprietor, on Australian. It 
is a large house that used to be the 
countiy seat of an English gentle- 
man. Hither come every day a soor 
of young- men who are the experi- 
enced employes of the house. 
They 


pass upstairs to the business room 
in. the rear of the 'house, seat them- 
selves in armchairs and forthwith 
begin their day's -work of smoking1 


meerschaum pipes. Each one k.ioivs 
the art of smoking steadily, neither 
too fast nor too slew. The tobacco 
they use is a special blend of the 
proprietor, for lie knows it is or.ly 
rarely that the right kind of tobacco 
is used for that purpose. The bowls 
of the pip?s which these young men 
smoke 
are 
covered 
with 
wash 


leather, so that they cannot by any 
chance be harmed 
or improperly 


stained, 


Tlie highly 
accomplished among 


these yonug' fellows can get away 
with four ounces of tobacco a day. 
They are paid well, and have their 
regular 
holidays. 
Some of them 


have been with their employer for 
five years. But it isn't a business 
in which, one may stay a life-time, 
for though they appear to bs able 
to smoke for years, nig-ht and day, 
without hurting them, when they get 
to be old men their occupation has 
made them too nervous to be useful. 
The proprietor himself smokes liot 
at all except when he is teaching 
au apprentice how to go abnut it. 
The new hand receives a cheap pipe, 
and after 'being told how to go ahead 
is left to himself to show what, he 
cnn do. There are prize competi- 
tions, and these thirty newly arrived 
young men, who are on the upper 
floor, wOien they become proficient 
a re gra d uated to ti; la their b aa ts 
with the notables on the second floor 
back. 


This kind of work as a rule takes 


all the time and attention of tlie 
men, but some of them are so perfect 
that they can devote themselves to 
designing- shapes 
and figures for 


new pipes, special attention being 
given to the possibility of producing 
quaint effects in the coloring. 


The best meerschaums, it is said, 


come from Turkey, and the deigns 
are worked out and cut upon the 
meerschaum in Vienna. 


Probably the class who are tlie 


best buyers of those colored-to-order 
meerschaums 
are 
collegians, who 


want to show fine pipes, but -who 
have neither the patience nor the 
skill to produce tlie effect themselves.

ABRAHAM'S INTERCESSION— HIS PLEA FOR THE SODOMITES 


PREVAILS WITH THE LOHD.

Lesson far Sunday, August 18,

Topic— "Abraham's Intercession." 
Text— Genesis xviii,. 1G-33, 


SODOM AND GOMORRAH. 


On the plain of Jordan stood Sodom, 


Gomorrah and other cities, in the day 
when (Genesis xiii: 1-18) Lot separat- 
ed from Abram and went thitherward 
seeking1 his fortune. 
Sodom and 


Gomorrah may have been worse than 
the rest only in degree. 
But the 


sacred writer singles them out r.s the 
center and capital towns that were 
overthrown and destroyed in the time 
of Lot. 
Our lesson 
being- titled 


"Abraham's Intercession," attention 
turns first TO these cities as objects 
of his intercession. 


That they were Esnts and scenes of 


extraordinary crimes is not only ft 
matter o£ scripture, it is so inwrought 
with the world's history cf crime that 
to mention sodomy is to produce n 
witness, that cannot be contradicted. 
As long as we liave sodomy in our 
criminology, the g-hcsfc of those cities 
an the plain of Jordan will not down. 
But the blacker the picture of them 
may be in. memory, and in this legal 
monument 'the more significant is the 
fact of 
Abraham 
interceding- for 


them with the Lord. It imports that 
Abraham was one of what we hear 
called a genuinely good man. 
Seen 


as he is in- this story, he reminds us 
of Jesus contemplating' Jerusalem in 
her culminating- wickedness, and ''he 
wept over it." 


Too ready are we to give up the 


outlandish.! y bad as beyond any re- 
covery. 
Too much are most of us 


uulike tlie (Luke • xiii.. 3) vine- 
dresser, who admitted the reasonable- 
ness of the retributive temper of the 
owner and barren! plant, but pleade'd 
that it might be let alone "this year 
also.'' 
Give it one more chance. Give 


Sodom and Gomorrah, and Chicago. 
and -New York, Boston, London, Paris 
or Constantinople one more exten- 
sion of mercy and opportunity for 
repentance. 


SHOULD NOT GIVE UP. 


Do not give over hoping that the 


devil's slaves may break the bonds in 
which he holds them fast. 
Such is 


the significance of Abraham's plep. 
for those polluted and putrid cities 
of the Jordan plain. Of course, Abra- 
ham did not sing it, but maybe he 
thought as our old hymn has it: 


While the lamp holds out to bum, 


The vilest sinner may return. 


Even Sodom and Gomorrah and any 


other like them outlawed and to ap- 
pearance lost. 


It is quite worth inquiring what is 


was that inspired Abraham's inter- 
est in Sodom and the rest of those 
wretched cities. 
He never had lived 


there. 
The probability is he never 


would "be more .personally possessed 
of property or friends than he was 
when knowledge of their fate first 
came to him. 
When Lot parted from 


lias uncle and picked out the plain 
country .because it promised better 
for money making- it would not have 
been unnatural if Abram, at hearing 
from 
the heavenly men 
(Genesis 


xviii., 2) what a storm of destruction 
was about to break over Lot's chosen 
country, should have whispered to 
himself: 
"It serves Lot just right. 


This is the result, if it be not the re- 
compense of his avarice." 


But Abraham was inspired with a 


very opposite spirit. 
First of all. 


his naughty nephew Lot was the only 
inhabitant, probably, that he knew. 
A genuine pity probably stirred hia 
heart. 
Particularly his compassions 


were moved for some few righteous 
which might remain. 


FACED DEEP PROBLEM. 


Abraham faced one of the deepest 


and highest mysteries of divine prov- 
idence — that is, the (lesson verse 25) 
suffering of the righteous with the 


as face with the faith we have in the 
divine Fatherhood passes the wis- 
dom of the wisest. 
But what shall 


we do when confronted by the fact 
that the righteous may and some- 
times do suffer with the wicked? 


This is what I do. I begin with 


such alphabetic facts 
of faith as 


these: 
There is or there is not, a 


Being1 above all, whom we call God. 
But if He is, as we read of Him, and 
have heard through Christ that He is, 
;he loving1 Heavenly Father, He can- 
not be careless whether His right- 
doing children suffer the sa-me as the 
wicked. 
That would be the worst 


kind of self-construction. 
If then 


For the time being He permits the 
same woes to oveitake one class as 
the other class it must be that He in- 
:ends to cause n greater good to come 
to the deserving by sharing the dis- 
tressful experiences of the unworthy. 


Dross and gold go together into. 


the flames. 
• But if the dead matter 


hart ears to hear the refiner and puri-

The Bible is a gallery of portraits 


of peerless characters. 'No other book 
in the world ever equaled it in that 
particular. 
Meanwhile there is but 


one perfect man portrayed, Imman- 
uel. As for the rest, there are all 
degrees of excellence and of infirmi- 
ties exhibited by the heroes of scrip- 
ture. 
And just now 
we think of 


Abraham praying- out of a compas- 
sionate heart for Sodom and of Jona:! 
(Jonah 4) "displeased" and ''very ?i> 
g-ry" that God spared Ninevah when 
that great capital of condemned sig- 
ners repented in sackcloth. Not for 
a moment do we think 
well 
cl 


Jonah's veng-eful 
disposition. But 


with great happiness we dwell upon 
the fact of -Abraham's unselfish cou- 
CErn for those who were no neare.- 
related to him than 
the heathen 


hordes of China, Thibet, India, Africa 
and thf cannibal islands to us. 


Had Abraham been as heartless of 


the woes of others .who were beyond 
the bounds of his own dwelling- place, 
as many in Christian lands now are. 
he would certainly have done differ- 
ent from what he did when the Lord 
revealed to 'him the impending fate 
of those infamous cities of-the plain. 
But his heart was kinder. 
He was 


not a sinless man, but he did have 
such a deeply sympathetic soul that 
Sodom's 'doom stirred him to such 
intercessor? prayer that none since 
have exceeded it 'in fervor. 


Tlie Apostle James (James ii., 23) 


informs us that Abraham 
"was 


called the friend of God," because, 
as we supose, of his intimacy with 
God and his likeness of mind to Goc. 
And at no other point of his charac- 
ter as portrayed in scripture history 
does he resemble and 
repeat God 


more closely than in this event of in 
terceding for Sodom. 


'Here a teachers-would do well to 


quia the class thus: For. how many 
people do you pray besides praying- 
for yourself? How often do you pray 
for others than yourself? 
Do you 


pray for those you never saw anc* 
only know by hearing-'of their needs? 
A self-examination of this kind will, 
we suspect, force riot a- few to con- 
fess that their praying* is a purely 
selfish procedure. "Aud if it is, nn 
wonder if it brings little blessing. 


'Be it remembered that in all t>e 


gospel biographies of Jesus there is 
not a single instance where Chrisr 
is heard praying- for Himself. 
His 


great heart was so heavily burdeiipd 
with the world's want and woes that 
praying- for those left Him no linic- 
to speak for Himself. 
The core of 


the cr.iicer of sin is in selfishness. 
The beginning of the recovery and 
restoration of our race as when the 
incarnate deity in Jesus "humbled 
Xims3lf" .and "suffered, the just for 
the unjust." 
ABRAHAM'S ARGUMENT BOLD. 


Abraham'3 argument for divine 


mercy at the outset (lesson verse 24) 
as bold, as we should say. 
There 


was probably a great population that 
had become ripe for ruin. Carnality 
is a most contagious form of vice, 
auci WE make no rash guess to say 
the whole plain 
of 
Jordan 
was 


stenchy with sin in its most detesta- 
ble forms. The fact that Abraham 
ventured to entreat sparing mercy 
for all this population if only fifty 
righteous 
could be 
found among 


them gives us, as by a side light, 
to see what Abraham understood to 
be the condition of things. 


Does it not also by implication 


show us how much deeper was the 
prevailing- degradation there 
than 


can be found anywhere in our time 
and country? For those who con- 
sider the world getting- worse all the 
while And working down to an in- 
evitable doom of overthrow, this Is 
instructive, that Abraham hoped to 
find only fifty in all 
Sodom that 


would pass for righteous, whereas 
we are positive no population of 500 
in a village can be 
found in thts 


Christian country in which there will 
not be found ns many us fifty who 
are relatively righteous. 


But raking- things as Abraham 


did, 
this also ought to be observed, 


that the righteous, even the rela- 
tively lighteous, count for very much 
with the Lord. For said the Lord 
(les.son verse 2G), "If I find in Sodom 
fifty righteous within tlie city, then 
I will spare all the place for their 
sakes." 


A very different estimate does God 


l-ut upon the value of a few virtuous 
souls from that which the world 
makes. We often say to those who 
disparage the presence of the Chris- 


11 church among us: 
-Suppose 


every church in the community, city 


l country, were to be swept away 


in a day, what effects would follow? 
The answer can only be a conjecture. 
But with this case of Sodom before us 
there is certainly nothing encourag- 


ing* in such, an anticipation. 


B-ESPECT GOOD QTJAI/ITTBS. 


And this it is that should move 


every better-minded one, whether a 
professedly religious person or not, 
both to respect and protect with care 
the best that abide in the borders of 
every place of residence. More than 
lightning rods are apt to divert de- 
stroying bolts from above anJ proper, 
pure and pious souls disperse destruc- 
tive elements which gather every- 
where that mankind congregates. 
To make a hell altogether as horrible 
as any realistic theory of theologians 
has described there is nothing- more 
needed than a mass of mankind dwel- 
ling together in unrestrained indul- 
gence of every evil passion and appe- 
tite. In such n state of "the perdi- 
tion of ungodly men" there would be 
self-kindled the fires of -everlasting 
burnings- 


But, entering further into the mind 


of this noble pleader, we must ob- 
serve how success emboldened his 
faith. He named fifty ac first, as it 
were because he had not the courage 
to entreat the Lord to spare the mul- 
titudes for the sake of any smaller 
number. But so desperately b.id did 
he understand the state of the cities 
to be that he feared tliere might not 
half a hundred be found. 


And since "merely yielded to his 


asking" for fifty's sake, he pressed 
up closer and clser to the throne of 
divine pity, imploring that for forty 
and five's sake, and, for forty's sake, 
and for thirty's and twenty's and as 
a climax for ten's sake, saying pi*y 
might be shown to all' the cities. 
Have we any adequate idea of the 
difference this indicates between the 
God of the Bible and all others that 
are called gods? 


GOD NOT REVENGEFUL. 


We have heard and read of many 


speaking of the God of the Old Testa- 
ment being altogether and only law- 
ful, 
intent on visiting vengeance. 


Does the story of these answered 
prayers for Sodom indicate such a 
disposition in the dear God whom 
Christians see in scripture revela- 
tions? Far' from it. For, the oppo- 
site of an implacable being, we hear 
with wonder the ready responses of 
God to Abraham's prayer, when for 
the sake of a few, fewer and the few- 
est he promises to spare a host of 
moraJly rotten -wretches from 
im- 


pending penalty. 


Meditating on what might have 


been added to this astonishing story 
of mercy, we find ourselves wishing 
just one thing more. We wish Abra- 
ham had continued to narrow .the 
number, saying if there were five 
found, if there be two found and 
finally if there be just one found, wilt 
Thou, oh, Lord, spare all the place 
for the sake of one? To my thinking- 
the prayer for one to be enough to 
save all would have prevailed. F?r 
are we not assured that (James, v.. 
16-17) tlie "effectual, fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth. much." 
And as this intercessor succeeded as 
far as his supplications proceeded. I 
see not why he might not have won 
-his case to the extreme asking for 
one's sake. 


Whether in reading or reflecting 


upon this stoiy, let us lay the lighter 
emphasis upon the befouled, abom- 
inable cities, and ali weight upon the 
matchless long suffering- kindness of 
our Gorl.

Must Quit Fighting by September 15th or All Cap- 


tured Will be Banished From South Africa 


Forever—A Proclamation. 


London. Aug. 9.—A parliamentary 


paper has been issued 
containing 


the proclamation issued by 
Lord 


Kitchener August 7, in accordance 
with instructions of the imperial 
government, 
the 
governments - of 


Cape Colony and Natal concurring. 
The proclamation says: 


"All commandants, field cornets 


nud leaders' of armed bands, b*ing 
burghers of the late republics and 
still engaged'in resisting his majes- 
ty's forces, whether in the Orange 
colony, the Transvaal 01 other por- 
tion of his majesty's South African 
dominions," and all members of the 
governments of the lata Orange Free 
State and' Transvaal, shall, unless 
they surrender before September 15, 
be permanently banished from South 
Africa. 


"The cost of the maintenance of 


the families of all burghers In the 
field who have not surrendere-l by 
September 15 shall be recoversble 
from such burghers and shnll be a. 
charge upon their property, remova- 
ble and immovable, in the two colo- 
nies." 


The 
preliminary correspondence 


shows that the proclamation is based 
upon suggestions which the govern- 
ment of Natal forwarded to Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain July 24, and 
that djite September was recommend- 
ed by Lord Milner. 


The reason of the government for 


the proclamation of Lord Kitchener 
of August 7 are set forth in a pre- 
amble to the proclamation, as fol- 
lows: 


"Whereas, The late Orange Free 


State and South African republic 
liave been annexed to his majesty's 
dominions; and, 


"Whereas, His majesty's forces are 


and have been for some considerable 
time in complete possession of the 
seats of governments. of both the 
aforesaid territories, with their pub- 
lic offices and the whole machinery 
of administration, • as well as of all 
the principal towns and the whole of

egraph lines; and, 


"Whereas, The country is 
thus i 


kept in a state of disturbance, chech- 
ing- the resumption of agricultural 
and industrial pursuits; and, 


"Whereas, His majesty's govern- 


ment is determined to put an end 
to a state of tilings which is aimless 
ly prolonging- bloodshed and destruc- 
tion, and inflicting ruin upon a gxeal 
majority of the inhabitants, who are 
anxious to live in peace and earn a 
livelihood for themselves and their 
families; and. 


"Whereas, It is just 
to poceed 


against those still resisting, and es- 
pecially against those persons who, 
being in a position of authority are 
responsible for the continuance of 
the present state of lawlessness and 
are instigating their fellow-burghers 
to continue their hopeless resistance 
to his majesty's government."

be Dismantled and Removed Because the 


People Favor Strikers. 


Pittaburg. Pa.. Aug. 9.—The Uni- 


ted States Steel Corporation issued 
an order today directing that the 
DeWees Wood plant at McKeespoit 
be dismantled and removed to the 
Kiskiminetns Valley. 
The decision 


is ascribed to the hostility of the pea- 
pie of that city. 
The 
official an- 


nouncement of the decision was made 
to a representative of The 'Associated 
Press by Persifer F. Smith, district 
manager of the American Sheet Steel 
company. 
He said: 


•I have orders from President Mc- 


Murtry, of the American Sheet Steel 
company, to at once tear down tlis 
DeWees Wood plant at McKeesport 
and remove the same to Kiskiminetas 
Valley. This I shall proceed to do 
immediately." 


The DeWees Wood works is one of 


the oldest and best known plants ia 
Pennsylvania.

-was 
founded 


nearly forty years ago and its sftupj-- 
and mills covered from 
twelve to 


fourteen acres. 


It employed an 
average of 900 


men, 
but in the busiest times the 


pay roll carried twelve 'hundred men. 
The plant cost several million dol- 
lars.

nounced its intention of expending 


a large sum of money in. improve" 
meuts, but the order to dismantle tha 
mill terminates that plaa. Tha son- 
timent of the citizens and officials 
of McKeesport has been against the 
steel corporation and it is "believed 
here that the latter preferred to get 
out rather than attempt to resume. 


Although no order has been issued,
